P ulp it, his Subject Heine “ In 
Good 
Humor W ith Our Circum stances.” 


The Rev. T. DeW itt Talm age. I). D, took 
for his subject a t his church in Brooklyn: 
‘Tn Good H um or with O ur Circum stances.” 
His text was Hebrew* ch. 13, v. 5: “ Be con­ 
ten t with such thing* as ye have.” The g reat 
p reacher’s discourse was as follows: 
If 1 should ask someone, “ Where is B rook­ 
lyn to d ay?” he would say, “ At B righton 
Beach, or Hast H am p ton. orH helter Island. 
“ Where is New York today? 
At Long 
B ranch.” 
Where 
Philadelp hia?” 
‘‘Cap e 
M ay.” “ Whets; is Boston?” 
“ At M arth a’s 
V ineyard.” “ Where is Virginia?” “ At the 
Sulp hur Sp rings.” 
“ Where the great m ulti­ 
tude from all p a rts of tin* land?” 
“ At S a ra ­ 
to g a ,” the m odern Bet heed a, where the angel 
of health is ever stirring the water*. 
But. 
my friends, the largest m ultitude are at 
home, detained by busine** o r circum stances. 
Among them all new sp ap er men, th e hardest, 
worked and the least com p ensated; the city 
railroad emp loyes, and ferry m asters, and 
the p olice and the tens of thousands of clerks 
and m erchants w aiting for their turn of ale 
sence. and households with an invalid who 
can n o t tn* moved, and others hindered by 
stringent cim im stunee*. and the great m ul­ 
titude of well-to-do p eop le who sta y a t home 
because they like home better than any other 
p lace, refusing to go aw ay simp ly because it 
is the fashion to go. When theexp ress wagon, 
with its m ountains of trunks direeted to the 
Catskill or N iagara, goes through thestreets, 
we stan d a t o ur window envious and im p a­ 
tient. and wonder why we can n o t go as well 
as others. 
Fools th a t we /ire, as though one 
could not ls» as hap p y at home us anywhere 
else. 
(Mir grandfathers and grandm others 
had as good a tim e as we have, long before 
the lirst sp ring was bored a t S arato g a, or 
the first deer sh o t in tin* Adirondack*. They 
m ade their wedding to ur to the next farm ­ 
house. or, living in New York, they celebrated 
the event hv an ex tra walk on the “ B attery.” 
Now the genuine American is not hap p y 
until he is going somewhere, and the p assion 
is so great th a t there are Christian j-e-qite 
with their families detained in th e city, who 
come not to the house of God, tryin g to give 
p eop le the idea th at they are o ut of town: 
leaving the door-p late uuseoured for the 
sam e reason, and for tw o m onths keep ing 
the front sh utters closed while they sit in the 
back p art of the house, the therm om eter at 
90! 
My friends, if it is l-e# t for us to go, let 
us go and be hap p y. 
If it is best for us to 
sta y a t home, let us sta y a t hom e and Is* 
hap p y. There is a great deal of good com ­ 
m on sense in P muI’h advice to the Hebrews: 
“ Be content with such things as ye have.” 
T o be content i* to lie in good hum or with 
o ur circum stances, n o t p icking a quarrel with 
o ur obscurity, o r o ur p overty, o r our # -*-ial 
p osition. 
Tiicre are four o r live grand rea­ 
sons why we should Is; content with such 
things as we have. 
The first reason th a t I m ention as leading 
to this sp irit advised in the text, is the con­ 
sideration th a t the |<o« » r<‘sf of os h a re all th a t 
is indiK|<ensible in life. 
We m ake a great 
ado about our hardshijm, but how little we 
talk of our blessing. 
H ealth of Is sly, which 
is given in largest q ua n tity to those who 
have never lieen 
p etted. and fondled, and 
sp oiled by fortune, we take as u m atter of 
courts*. 
B ather have this luxury, and have 
it alone, th an , w ithout it. look out of a p al- 
acewindow up on p arks of deer stalking be­ 
tween fountains and sta tua ry. These p eo­ 
p le sleep sounder on a straw m attress than 
fashionable invalids on a couch of ivory and 
eagles’ down. The dinner o f herbs tastes 
better to the ap p etite sharp ened on u wood­ 
m an’s axe or a reap er's scythe, th an wealthy 
indigestion exp erience* seated a t a table 
covered with p artridge, and venison, and 
p ineap p le. The grandest luxury God ever 
gave a m an is health. 
He who trades th at 
off for all Hie p alaces of health is infinitely 
cheated. 
We look hack a t the glory of the 
last Nap oleon, but who would have taken 
his Versailles or his Tuileries if with them he 
had l**en obliged to take his gout? “ Oh.” 
says someone. “ It isn’t the grosser p leasures 
I covet, hut it is the gratifications of an 
artistic and intellectual ta s te .” 
Why. mv 
brother, you have the original from which 
these p icture* are cop ied. 
W hat is a sunset on the wall com p ared wit h 
a sunset litlng in loop s of fir*- on the heavens? 
W hat is a cascade silent on canvas com ­ 
p ared with a cascade th a t m akes the m oun­ 
tain tremble, its sp ray ascending like the de­ 
p arted sp irit of the w ater slain on the rocks? 
Oh. there is a great deal of hollow affectation 
about a fondness for p ictures on the p art of 
those who never ap p reciated the original 
from which the p ictures an* taken. A sthough 
a p arent should have no regard for his child, 
but go into ee*taey over its p hotograp h 
Bless the Lord today, 0 man! O woman 
th a t though you m ay lie shut out from the 
works of the ( liun h, a B ierstadt, a Ruben*, 
and a Rap hael, you still have aci*ess to 
gallery grander th an the Louvre, or the 
Luxem burg, or the V atican—the royal gal 
lery of the noonday heavens, the K ing's gal­ 
lery of the m idnight sky. 
A nother consideration leading us to a sp ir­ 
it ofeontentm eut is the fact th a t o a r hap p iness 
is not dep endent up on outw ard circum stan­ 
ce*. 
You see (teop le liap p v and nii# --ral>e 
am id all circumstances. 
In a family where 
I the last loaf is on the table, and the last 
stick of wood 
on 
the 
tin*, 
you 
som e­ 
time* find a cheerful confidence in 
God, 
while in a very fine p lace you will see uud 
hear discord sounding her w ar whoop , and 
h osp itality freezing to death in a cheerless 
p arlor. 
1 Btop p ed one day on Broadw ay at 
the head of Wall street, at the foot of Trinity 
Church, to see who seemed the hap p iest p eo­ 
p le p assing. 
I judged, from their looks the 
hap p iest p eop le were not those who went 
down into Wall street, for they had on their 
brow the anxiety of the dollar they exp ected 
to make; nor the p eop le who cam e out of 
Wall street, tor they had on their brow the 
anxiety of the dollar they had lost; nor the 
p eop le who swep t by in sp lendid equip age, 
for they met a carriage th a t was finer than 
theirs. The hap p iest js*rson 
in all th a t 
crowd, judging from countenance, was the 
woman who *nt at tin* ap p le stan d knitting. 
1 believe real hap p iness oftener looks out of 
tin* window of an humble home, than through 
the op era glass of the gilded Ik»k of a th eater 
I find Nero growling on a throne. 
1 find 
P aul singing in a dungeon. 
I find King Ahah 
going to lied ut noon through melancholy, 
while near by is N aboth contented in the 
p ossession of a vineyard. 
H ainan, p rime 
m inister of l’ersia, frets himself alm ost 
to 
death because a p oor Jew will n ot tip h ish a t; 
and Ahitbojsd, one 
of the 
greatest law­ 
yers of Bible times, through fear of dying, 
hangs himself. The w ealthiest m an, 40 years 
ago. in New York, when congratulated over 
his large ♦*state, rep lied: 
“ Ah! you d o n ’t 
know how much trouble 1 have hud in taking 
care of if." Byron declared in his last h ours 
th a t he had not seen m ore th an 12 hap p y 
days in all his life. 
I do not believe he had 
seen 12 m inutes thorough satisfaction. 
Na 
p olenn 1. said: “ 1 turn with disgust from 
cowardice ami selfishness of m an. 
I hold 
life a horror; death fat rep ose. 
W hat 1 have 
suffered the p ast 20 days is beyond hum an 
com p rehension.” While, on the other hand, 
to show how any one m ay lie hap p y am id the 
m ost disadvantageous circumstances, just 
after the Ocean M onarch had l>een wrecked in 
the English channel, a steam er was cruising 
along in tin* darkness, when the cap tain heard 
a song, a swa-et song, coming over the water, 
and he bore down tow ard th a t voice and 
it was a C hristian woman on a p lank of the 
the wrecked steam er, singing to the tune of 
St. M artin's: 


the Conquerer! Frederick II.! Louis XVI! No 
answer. 
1 will call the roll of the p oets: 
Robert Souther! T hom as Camp bell! 
John 
Keats! George Crabis*! Roliert Burns! No an ­ 
swer. 1 call the roll of artists: Michael Angelo! 
Paul Veronese! W illiam Turner! Christop her 
Wren! No answer. 
Eyes closed. E ars deaf.

Why should 
we struggle for such baubles? 
A nother reason why we should culture this 
sp irit of cheerfulness is the fact th a t God 
knows what is l*e# t for H is creatures.

He criticises your discip line, but you look 
over the whole field, and you, loving th a t 
child, do what in j-our deliliernte judgm ent is 
l*est for him. 
Now, God is thelw et offuthers.

A nother consideration leading us to the 
sp irit of the text is the assuram e th a t the 
Lord will p rovide somehow. 
Will lie who

allow His children to die o fth rist? '**’’! H» - 
who owns the cattle on a thousand hills, and 
all the e a rth ’s luxuriant- of grain and fruit, 
allow His children to starve? Go out to ­ 
morrow m orning at 5 o'clock, into the woods 
and hear the birds chant. 
They have had 
no breakfast, they know not w here they will 
dine, they have no idea where they will sup . 
but hear the birds chant at 5 o'clock in the 
m oruing. “ Behold the fowls of the air, for 
they sow not, neither do they reap , nor 
g ath er into barns, yet your heavenly F ather 
icwdeth them. 
Are you not much U -tter th an 
they?” Seven thousand |s-op le, ia C hrist’s 
time, went into the desert.

From this p rovision the 7.D*lt» were fed, and 
them ore t hey ateth e larger the loaves grew, 
until the p rovisions (h at the boy brought in 
one satchel was mult ip lied so th a t he could not 
have carried the fragm ents hom ein six satch ­ 
els. “ 0 ,” you say, “ times have< hanged, and 
the day of miracle* h as gone.”

the religion of

Indem nity against all 
financial and sp iritual harm ! 
It calm s the 
sp irit, dwindle* the earth into insignificance, 
and swallows up the soul with the thought of 
heaven. O ye who have l» e» -n going uls>ut 
from p lace to p lace exp ectingto find a change 
of eim im staines. som ething to give sohue 
to the sp irit, I commend you this m orning, 
to the warm hearted earnest, p ractical, com­ 
m on e*-nsc religion of the Lord Jesu* Christ. 
“ There is no |**a« e, saith my God, for the | 
wicked,” and as long as you continue in sin • 
you will lie miserable. Coine to Christ. 
Make 
Him your p ortion, and sta rt for heaven, and j 
vou will Is* a hap p y m an—you will Is- a ; 
hap p y woman. 
Yet. my friends, notw ithstanding all tin-**' 
inducem ents to a sp irit of contentm ent, I 
have to tell you this m orning the hum an race 
ia divide*] into tw o classes—tliose who scold 
and those who get scolded.

In the 
afternoon, immediately after dinner, 
Mr. Doherty and Mr. Printy were to 
go ou t to a place where a cou ple of 
deer had been seen and see if they 
cou ld get one. Before they started 
another of the settlers asked Mr. 
Printy to shave him and he was in 
the act of doing so when he was ac­ 
cidently shot by J. P. Doherty, who 
was ex amining his Winchester, pre­ 
paratory to the trip. Mr. Doherty 
was sitting in the door-way with his 
gu n across his lap, and had the ham­ 
mer raised bu t did not know it, when 
a lady who was staying at the camp 
came along and he got u p to allow 
her to pass in and in doing so he mu st 
have tou ched the trigger.

Generous to a Fanlt. 
The board of trade at its regular 
monthly meeting on Monday evening 
passed a resolution 
appropriating 
$500 of the funds of that body for the 
purpose of testing the legality of the 
electric light franchise, or, as it was 
put at the meeting, to pay an attorney 
for an opinion on the subject. 
This 
action of the board of trade, while it 
is in itself harmloss, places that body 
in an antagonistic position or light 
toward the city council, at least the 
members of that body so understand 
it—and in the opinion of numerous 
members of the board who 
were 
absent and several of the most active 
who were present the board did a 
very injudicious thing. 
The Central 
Trust Company, to whom the electric 
light franchise was 
assigned, 
will 
undoubtedly sift the matter to the 
bottom and have it decided without 
any help from the Brainerd bourd of 
trade, they are abundantly able; and 
while it may be gratifying to Mr. 
Kindred to know that the board, or 
the members present Monday even­ 
ing, 
are willing to bankrupt that 
body in order to help pay an attorney 
to decide the matter we hardly think 
the game is worth the ammunition 
wasted. 
The body referred to are 
not in a position to pay out this sum 
of money for a thing that is bound to 
be 
consumated without their aid 
and probably without their advice be­ 
ing asked. 
The 
gentleman 
who 
voted to pay this money out no doubt 
acted in good faith but their judge­ 
ment was at fault. 
If the motive 
advanced for so doing was simply to 
show to interested parties that they 
had their cause at heart and were 
with them there were other methods 
that 
might have been 
employed 
in a more satisfactory manner to the 
board and with probably just as good 
results. 
There is no doubt but that 
this question as to the legality or 
illegality of the franchise must come 
up sooner or later and tho opinion 
prevails among a good many that 
now is the accepted time, while others 
seem to think that a year or two later 
would be the better time to inquire 
into it, after we have assumed met­ 
ropolitan proportions. 
The exagerat­ 
ed reports sent out to the daily press 
of S t Paul and Minneapolis from 
this city will have more serious ef­ 
fect than would otherwise have re­ 
sulted. 


It is not to be supposed that the 
Journal will bo able to predjudice 
the working men of Brainerd against 
the republican nominees for presi­ 
dent and vice-president 
They are 
too intelligent a class of people to 
be gulled by free-trade argument or 
campaign slander. 


The man that lies for the Pioneer

Whatever Judge Sleeper’s decision 
may be, it will not bo final, as an ap­ 
peal will be taken, in all probability, 
by the plaintiff or defendants. 
It may be favorable to the settlers 
so far as these cases are concerned, 
and it may possibly be the other way. 
In any result that may be reached, 
litigants should understand that the 
law applicable to the cases, will be 
justly considered, and a proper de­ 
termination arrived at. 
We can not 
see why settlers on these lands should 
not desire to have these matters ad­ 
justed, so that they will know just 
what their rights are, and as these 
proceedings are iniatory and tend in 
that direction, we cannot understand 
why the opposition to Judge Sleeper 
should he able to make jtolitieal capi­ 
tal, by anticipating a decision not yet 
rendered. 
Wo assure the 
settlers 
that their rights w ill be respected and 
fairly considered, notwithstanding the 
slnr of the St. Cloud Times article so 
largely distributed in Hubbard and 
other counties, with tho sole view of 
prejudicing the people of the district. 
Does this character of misrepresen­ 
tation prove that Mr. Holland, who 
instigated it, is an;- better than he 
was before the Times article was pub­ 
lished? 


A Freak of t lie Friar’s. 
Protection is undoubtedly 
worth 
something, but it is not worth one- 
quarter of what it costs. For instance 
take an article m>on which the tariff 
is one dollar. 
The importer pays the 
dollar, and adds twenty cents for his 
profit on the money. 
It therefore 
costs the wholesaler $1.20, and he 
adds one-fifth, or twenty-four cents, 
for his profit, which makes $1.44 al­ 
together. 
Then the 
retailer adds 
one-fourth, or thirty-six cents for his 
profit, making the cost $1.80 to the 
consumer.—Brainerd Journal. 
The imj>orter does no such a thing. 
Every dollar he pays out for duties 
is charged to current expense ac­ 
count, just the same as our merchants 
charge money paid out for freight to 
his expense account. Who ever heard 
of a merchant adding freight to the 
cost of an article and charge a profit 
on it? It is all nonesense—one of the 
friars vagaries.

If beaten in November it 
will accept the policy that has made 
the North so prosperous, and in a 
short time it will be glad that it was 
beaten. But these periods of distrust 
should not be allowed to occur to 
often. 
When the president threw his 
free trade message at congress and 
thus raised the question whether pro­ 
tected industries were to continue to 
receive protection, 
lie assumed a 
greater responsibility than he was 
probably aware of. 
Do aimed a blow 
at the capital invested in those enter­ 
prises and at the wages of working­ 
men employed in them. The message 
was in the interest of New York im­ 
porters, whose business would be af- 
f<K*ted if 
American manufacturers 
should supply the goods now import­ 
ed from Europe. 
The New York im­ 
porters have a right to look out for 
themselves, but it does not follow 
that the people shall elect a president 
who excepts their views. 
The issue, 
as drawn, is between the school of po­ 
litical economy, which 
teaches the 
value of diversified industries, nnd 
one which invites everybody to en­ 
gage in the occupation for which 
nature has adapted their especial 
lociility.

While a certain proportion of skilled 
labor Is required the majority of the 
"hand*” employed in soda water estab 
‘ishments come, as a rule, from the 
bottom strata of the laboring classes. 
Of late years machinery and the gen­ 
eral use of fiphons, so far as city trade 
is concerned, has so simplified tha 
work of manufacture that very little 
experience at the work will make a 
person tolerably proficient. 
Neverthe­ 
less there is a large element of danger 
in the employment, and to a green 
hand not a little bodily pain. 
Despite 
the multiplicity of 
“fountains” in 
drug stores, refreshment shops and on 
the street corners, a vast amount of 
the soda water consumed even’ day is 
sent from the factories in bottles, and 
it is surprising to learn through how 
many different hands a bottle of soda 
water has to pass before it is ready for 
the consumer. 
Whether an empty bot­ 
tle is “returned” or comes out of the 
packing straw new from the manufac­ 
tory it is carefully washed, rinsed and 
dried in the soda water establishment 
by men employed to do this work and 
nothing else. 
It requires more prac­ 
tice than a novice would imagine to do 
it rapidly and thoroughly. 
The wash­ 
er* don't know what it is to have on 
dry clothes while at work. They rig 
themselves out in cast-off garments 
and splash around all day until they 
are as wet as so many wharf rats. 
After they arc dried the bottles are 
stacked in crates and carried off to the 
“fillers.” 
If intended for lemonade 
or lemon soda they go first to another 
squad of men, who dip in the required 
amount of syrup with a ladle. 
In bot­ 
tling the aerated water is pumped into 
the bottles just as it comes from the 
generators with a pressure of fifty 
pounds 
and 
over to the 
square 
inch. 
If 
a 
bottle 
has 
a 
flaw 
in 
it or the man handling it is 
careless the glass will burst into frag­ 
ments and scatter all over the room. 
An accident of this kind usually means 
trouble, sometimes quite serious, for 
others than the man who happens to 
be 
handling the bottle. 
fn most 
factories the men protect themselves 
with devices for guarding the head and 
arms, but every season adds to the list 
of men disfigured for life through their 
own or somebody else’s carelessness— 
an eve gone, a finger or two missing, 
or a scarred face. The young surgeons 
in the city hospitals are frequently 
called upon to attend such eases. 
The man who fills a bottle corks it 
and passes it alon^ to a “wirer,” who 
sits close beside him. 
It is the wirer’s 
duty to draw a wire over the cork and 
fasten it securely around the neck of 
the bottle with a pair of pinchers. 
This, also, is a work requiring nimble 
fingers and some skill. 
It is a painful 
process for a new hand to learn to 
wire. 
The thin wire lacerates tho 
ffesh badly, and it Is a common thing 
to see a lad’s hands running with blood 
after a brisk day's work. 
After a few 
weeks at the business, however, the 
lingers get callous, just as oakum 
pickers’ lingers do, and the wirers get 
along very comfortably. 
When the 
wirers are through with the bottles 
they are staked iu crates and carried 
away for another washing. 
A few 
pails of water are thrown over them 
and they are left to dry before going 
to the labelers. 
After labeling and 
polishing they are put away in cases 
ready to be sent off iu delivery wagons 
as fast as ordered. 
The process of 
ailing siphons and patent bottles of 
numerous make is much simpler, more 
rapidly done and with less risk. 
But 
they are not suited to ail branches of 
tho tr«*ie.—N. Y. Tunes.

hopper. In this way they are al- 
ways sure of a good crop, of one* kind 
or the other, and are* nappy in any 
event.

The lion da of the different deportment* 
complain th a t so far im the president* new 
civil nervioe etui tie discovered by them to 
mean anything:

inents. it means in m any instances hopeless 
confusion. The order in in direct conflict 
with some of the role* of the civil service 
commission which the president has already 
enforced as well, it is lielieved, some of the 
provisions of the statu te itself. It will have 
the effect to com|iei an ent ire rearrangement 
of the system of prom otion, and Democratic 
leaders say t hat it is a very much broader 
proposition th an the adm inistration intended 
to enunciate. 
The president has been giving some con­ 
sideration the past week to the selection of a 
commission to negotiate with the Sioux Itl* 
dians for their consent to throw ing open to 
settlement a portion of the great Sioux res­ 
ervation. The commission has not, however, 
as has been stated throughout the West. 
l>een appointed. The work to be accomplished 
is delicate in its nature, for there is an ele­ 
ment perm eating every hand of Sioux on the 
reservation which is opposed in every way to 
a division of the reservation or the allotm ent 
of lands in severalty. It is necentary to 
pacify thiH element in order to sis-ure the re­ 
quired consent. The president is selecting 
his commission with great cure in order th a t 
it shall contain no jwrson objectionable to 
the Indians. 
It is ltelieved that the com­ 
mission will consist of the agent of each of 
the agencies a civilian and an arm y officer. 


T he scientists of Lexington Kv., 
are deeply puzzled over a peculiar 
liml of Mr. H enry Davis, a farmer 
w ho lives n ear t h a t tow n. 
While 
coining to tow n th e o th e r d a y lie dis­ 
covered a pile of seed on the side of 
the ro ad , which by their peculiar ac­ 
tions a ttra c te d his a tte n tio n , and 
sto pp ing his team hesecured a b o u t a 
q u a r t of th e seed a n d b ro u g h t them 
to tow n. 
They g reatly resemble 
tim o th y seed b o th in size and color, 
b u t theiu peculiarity shows they are 
not.

No clue 
to the murderer. 
Steven Olesou a wealthy farmer near Alex­ 
andria, Minn., comm itted suicide by hanging 
while under the influence of liquor. 
He has 
been a member of a Wisconsin regiment. 
John H. Van Loan, the past ten years em­ 
ployed a t the Second National hank of Jersey 
City went to the Catskills. A shortage of a t 
least $15,400 has been discovered la his ac­ 
counts. 
The Cariboo (British Columbia) stage was 
held up by masked and armed robbers, who 
went through it.

Magdelene Sebriener, has confessed to the 
police that she poured kerosene ail over her 
husband’s clothing, and deliberately set fire 
to it. She says he was a chronic drunkard, 
and th a t for six m onths p ast she quarreled 
with hint every day. 
Abraham -Sew iky, a farmer, w as found near 
the railroad track, three miles from Marsh­ 
field, Win., unconscious and nearly dead, 
Medical uid was summoned, but he died in a 
few hours. He hud a deep fracture on his 
head th a t rrnieed iiis death. It is not known 
whether death resulted from lieing struck by 
a freight t rain or whether he was murdered, 
but all circumstances point to foul play. 
Deceased always carried considerable money 
and w as well-to-do. 
It. A. Duckworth of Mount Vernon, Indi­ 
ana, who is connected with the Duckworth- 
Williams mail c a s e , walked up l*ehind Col. A. 
A. Sparks, post muster and editor of the 
Mount Vernon Democrat., and struck him 
three blows over the bend with a dray pin, 
inflicting serious, if not fatal injuries. 
Duck­ 
worth charges th a t Sparks sent his connec­ 
tion with the affair broadcast to outside p a ­ 
pers. Sparks is in a critical condition and of­ 
ficers are after Duckworth, who has alluded 
arrest. 
George McGee, a railroad fireman, entered 
the saloon of William Horn a t La Crosse, 
W is., and bought a glass of iwer. 
He then 
told Horn he owed him a grudge, pulled a re­ 
volver and fired. 
The ball entered H orn’s 
breast and passed downward near the heart. 
McGee tired two more shots. 
The doctors 
have but slight hopes of Horn, but he de­ 
clares he will live. There had l>een u little 
dispute a few weeks before. 
McGee was 
drunk and pleads ignorance of his act. He is 
under arrest. 
In tearing dow n an old buildingin Wino­ 
na, Minn., an ingeniously contrived tra p door 
w as discovered openiug into a vault Is-neath, 
in whieh were found bones and rem nants of 
old shoes and clothing. The house was used 
us a gambling house by George Raymond 
who built it in 1M>3, but left five years after 
as unpleasant rum ors began to circulate 
about him. The existence of the tra p door 
and vault was unknown to any of the old #♦•*> 
tleis, and it is believed that-they may account 
for the sudden and unpleasant disapfiearaine 
of more than one man w ho frequented his 
place in those days, twenty-five years ago. 
At an early hour the other m orning bur­ 
glars entered the office of the Armour Cold 
Storage and Packing company at Birming­ 
ham, Ala., and, slipping up behind C. K. Av­ 
ery. cashier, who had been detained a t hi* 
books.sandbagged him into uucon*ciou*nes*, 
took the safe key from hi* jsjeket, ransacked 
the drawers ofaccounls and valuables said 
to aggregate $100,000, and put the books 
and (tapers on the floor and eet them on fire. 
The flames attracted the attention n fte- 
lated passershy who n*scaed Avery and saved 
the building. Avery will recover. His as­ 
sailants were black-faced white men or ne­ 
groes. 
A nmn who may justly claim to the title of 
the champion bigamist now occupies a cell at 
the Harrison street station in Chicago. He 
says his name is J. B. Aldrich, lie has l##>n 
living under the name of J B. Wellington 
with wife No 23. At least the police officer 
from Detroit who was in Chicago a few days 
ago looking for Aldrich said th a t the latter 
had twenty-one wives living in different parts 
of the country besides the one in Detroit and 
the one with whom Aldrich was supposed to

lie is known in Detroit 
us J. B. Brown, and is supposed to have a 
wife living in Baltimore, Md. 
Jam es Collins, a plasTerer, killed Lyman 
Moore a t -Minto, Dakota by stabbing him to 
the heart with a case-knife. Moore and sever­ 
al other companions went into a b la c k smith 
shop to drink a keg of 1 ><-«-r.

Collins is a 
m arried man living here, and peaceable when 
not in his cups. 
A desperate fight between United States of­ 
ficers and two notorious desperadoes took 
pjace at a green corn dance near Eufaula, In­ 
dian Territory. 
United 
S t a t e s 
Marshall 
Phillips and MeGloughlin at tended the dance 
with the e.\]M*ctation of arresting some es- 
caped outlaws. 
Secreting themselves near 
the darn ing grounds they awaited their op­ 
portunity. About 11 o ’clock t wo of t he men 
whom they were niter, Wesley and W attie 
Barnett, appeared. The officers commanded 
them to surrender, when the two brothers 
drew their pistols and commenced tiring. 
Phillips was killed alm ost instantly. 
Mo- 
Gloughiin continued firing at the d e s p e r a d o e s 
until he was riddled with bullets. 
Before he 
died he fatally 
injured 
W attie 
Barnett. 
Messrs. McIntosh and Vogel of New York, 
who are at Butte, M. T., making contracts 
with Bciinet Bros., of the Cascade Tunnel 
route, for a cableline to Wulkerville, had 
their rooms invaded at the St. Nicholas ho­ 
tel a t Butte by burglars. One of the burg­ 
lars fired on McIntosh, and the bullet grazed 
his abdomen and pierced the muscle of the 
arm , making a fearful flesh wound.

Catholic church and the Burlington depot are 
both unroofed. Great damage was done to 
gro wing crops by hail and wind. No loss of 
life is yet reported, but many persons were 
injured bv flying fragments. 
The Cedar RapidH sleeper on the Rock Is­ 
land road jumped the track at West Liberty, 
Iowa, caused by throwing the switch fief o r e 
the hind trucks had passed over. The bell 
rope was unmanageable, and tlie sleeper was 
dragged on its side for 30 rods liefore the 
train was stopped.

SENATE. 


Senator H o ar’s speech 
on the fisheries 
treaty, i* likely to be the severest arm in (fo­ 
ment of Secretary Bayard and the adminis­ 
tration th a t has been heard during the pres­ 
ent session. 
The senate adjourned until Monday with­ 
out waiting to have the resolution extending 
the appropriation* of the las; fiscal year up- 
froved by the presiding officer of the senate. 
Tie enrolling force of the house was unac­ 
countably slow in it* work, and the senate, 
after waiting for some time for the house and 
taking a recess to enable the resolution to be 
subm itted, adjourned. 


In the house Mr. Holman called np the sen­ 
ate hind grunt forfeiture hill, with am end­ 
ments made by the house committee. As thus 
amended the bill which, a* it came from the 
senate, proposed to forfeit g ran ts applying to 
lands lying opposi teportiotis of the aided road* 
not now completed, declare* a forfeiture of 
the I and* lying opposite the portions of the 
road* not. completed a t the time *i*ecified in 
the granting act*. After somediHcussion, the 
comm ittee’s substitute was then adopted, 
and the question recurring on the passage of 
the bill a* adopted, the veto resulted, yea* 
141, nay* 12—no quorum. The bill remain* 
a* unfinished business. 


A memlier of the senate committee on ap­ 
propriations, in speeuhiting upon the final 
adjournm ent, remarked: 
There i* about 
four week’s work on general appropriation 
bill* yet to l*e transacted. 


H O U SE . 
The speaker pro tern, laid before the house 
a message from the president, returning with­ 
out his approval the hill granting a pension 
to Julia Welsh. 
Mr. listen , of Missouri, presented the re­ 
port of the conferees on the agricultural hill, 
to theeff«*ct th at they had reached an agr»t>- 
ment upon all points of difference except the 
senate amendment appropriating $100,000 
for sorghum sugar experiments.

of Hood, who, by a wide detour to 
the north and west, had tnrned up on 
the Tennessee river and was threaten­ 
ing Nashville. The repulse of H ood 
a t Franklin, follower), tw o 
weeks 
later, by the magnificent victory of 
T hom as a t Nashville, almost destroy­ 
ed the confederate arm y. 
From the 
day th oie demoralized rem nants re­ 
crossed the river we never again look­ 
ed into the muzzle of their muskets. 
I have said all this so th a t you may 
understand how it happened th a t we 
wore aw ay up among the m ountains 
of E ast Tennessee.

around the camp-fires, talking over

; knocked the ashes from their pi]>e8 
• and crawled within their little ‘pup’ 
j tents, or their shelters made of boughs. 
All was still, save the measured tread 
of the sentinels as they passed to and 
fro upon their beats around the sleep­ 
ing army. 
“.Suddenly 
then 
came 
rattling 
through the clear night air a sound 
th a t aroused every soldier in an in­ 
stant. 
We hail often herrd it before, 
| and

was the long roll a t

And such a long roll 
: as it was! The drum mer handled his 
#ti< ks as if lie were pounding for his 
very life. When a soldier hears the long 
roll he never waits for orders. It Is an

duty is to gi*t his ‘tra p s’ on and take 
; his place in line, and to be very lively 
ab o u t it, too. The drum s a t the 
headquarters of each brigade took up 
j the sound and the piercing blasts of bu­ 
gles joined in the cnorus. Started from 
their sleep the soldiers kicked off their 
; blankets and it wasn’t a minute till the 
companies were fornuxl, every man 
with 
his 
accoutrements 
buckled 
on and his musket a t 
a ‘shoulder,’ 
in 
response 
to

‘F’all in!’ 
of

orderly 
sergeants. 
Again 
ilrunis and bugles soundeil, the corn- 
I panics marched to the color line and 
1 the regiments were ready for action. 
I It was a moonless night and thedark- 
| ness of the oak woods was but feebly 
j dKjiellwl here and there by the flicker­ 
ing light of the srnouhlering fires. 
“ Everybody inquired of everybody 
else w hat the m a tter was. 
We had 
no t supposed there was any consid­ 
erable force of the enemy within a 
hundred 
miles 
of 
us. 
But 
such 
alarm s had always Letokeniid some 
great emergency and 
the 
soldiers 
thought of nothing but a night attack 
upon thecarnp. Every ear was strained 
to catch the rattle of shots on the 
picket-line. 
No sound 
was 
heard 
save the bustle ot the assembling 
troops and the voices of the officers as 
they gave the necessary command. It 
was one of those m om ents of anxious 
suspense th a t test the courage of the 
bravest veteran. 
“ An orderly from brigade headquar­ 
ters flashed up and handed a paper to 
the colonel of our regiment. 
A bit of 
candle was found, and by its sputter­ 
ing light the colonel glanced a t the 
message. 
Jumping a b o u t four feet in 
the air he gave one wild, piercing yell, 
th a t an Apache chief might strive in 
vain to rival, 
We all thought for the 
m om ent th a t he had gone crazy. 
When he came down he handed the 
paper to the adju tant, letting off a n ­ 
other yell, 
and told him to read 
it to the regiment. It was a copy 
of a telegram from Secretary Stanton, 
announcing the surrender of Lee s 
arm y. 
The scene th a t followed no 
words can adequately describe. 
The 
colonel and ad ju n tan t swung their 
hats and danced around and fairly 
howled. 
Every officer and soldier in 
the regiment, an d in every other regi­ 
ment, did the same thing. 
We hail 
heard shouting and yelling before, and 
had done our full share o: it on occa­ 
sion, b u t never anything like th a t 
which greeted 
the reading of this dis­ 
patch. 
From one end of the camp to 
the other the confusion and uproar 
were prodigious. 
Men laughed and 
danced and hugged one another, and 
rent tho air with every kind of noise 
possible to the hum an voice, pitched 
in its highest key. 
It 
was as if the 
inm ates of a score of lunatic asylums 
had been turned loose in those Ten­ 
nessee woods. 
“ When the yelling had in some de­ 
gree subsided, from sheer vocal ex­ 
haustion, the soldiers began to cast 
a b o u t for other means to make a 
noise. 
It didn’t m atter what it was— 
the more discordant the better, only 
so th a t it helped to swell the awful 
din. 
Meanwhile, all the brass bands 
were playing—though nobody could 
tell w hat the tunes were—the shriek of 
fifes and rattle of drum s were heard 
on every hand and the buglers strain­ 
ed to m ake themselves heard until it 
seemed as if they would blow their 
heads off. 
Then the artillery opened. 
Gun after gun joined in the mighty 
chorus until every b attery in the corps 
was sending forth its thunders to echo 
among the m ountains. 
Regiment after 
regiment began to fire their muskets. 
The men 
took the cartridges from 
their boxes, poured in the powder, 
jammed in the paper for wadding and 
blazed away. 
The balls they threw 
upon the ground; there was no fur­ 
ther use for them. 
Perhaps you can 
imagine the din; bu t it’s more likely 
you can’t. 
When the soldiers had 
shot aw ay their cartridges they hunt­ 
ed up all the cam p kettles 
and 
tin 
pans and beat them furiously with 
sticks and stones, still yelling and 
shouting as fast as they could gather 
breath enough to do so. 
The camp 
was a literal pandemonium. 
Heaped 
with wood the fires blazed high, and 
the forest was aglow with light. 
“Did the generals try to sto p the 
riot? Not a bit of it. They felt just as 
hilarious and yelled as loud as any 
body else. There was no rank 
in 
ram p th a t night. Officers and men 
joined in the appalling racket, vying 
with one another in producing the 
m ost startling effects. H alf an hour 
after the trouble began an orderly 
from headquarters brought around 
an order. 
It said: 
“ 'Regimental com m anders will issuo a 
ration of whiskey to each officer and m an.’ 
“ ‘I*. S.—Give ’em a double ra tio n .’ 
“The arm y was no t exactly a tem ­ 
perance 
society, 
pledged to total 
abstinence, and you may well be­ 
lieve 
this 
order 
was 
received 
with 
great enthusiasm. 
It 
was 
not long till the ‘com m issary’ was dis­ 
turbed,'each man receiving his portion 
in his canteen or tin cun. 
An Illinois 
colonel mounted a stum p and, as he 
h»ld up his canteen, declared th a t a 
nmn who wouldn’t get drunk th a t 
night didn’t deserve to have acountry; 
an d if any m an of his regiment should 


be found sober in one hour by tho 
watch he would be tried on the spot 
by 
d ru m h ead 
court-m artial. 
Ho 
then set an example by emptying his 
canteen a t a single pufl while the "boys 
cheered with tremendous vigor. 
“ Under the exhilarating influence 
of 
the 
liquor 
the 
din 
became 
simply 
infernal—even 
th a t 
word 
seems 
weak 
and 
meaningless 
to 
describe such a scene. 
There 
was no violence, no fighting, every* 
body had had enough 
of th a t. 
It 
was 
simply 
a 
happy drink 
all 
round. Thousands of voices joined 
in singing the old arm y songs—‘B attle 
Cry of Freedom,’ ‘Red. White and 
Blue,’ ‘Tram p, T ram p ,’ ‘John Brown’s 
Body’ and the rude narodiesof ‘Dixie’ 
and ‘Bonnie Blue Flag.* If harm ony 
was lacking the deficiency was made 
up a hundredfold in the vast volume 
of sound. Now and then somebody 
would sta rt up the doxology—‘Praise 
God From Whom All Blessings Flow’ 
to the tune of ‘Old Hundred,’ and 
those leather-lunged veterans would 
sing it as it was never sung before. 
There wasn’t a thought of irreverence 
a b o u t it, either. They sung it ‘with 
the spirit and with the understanding 
also, as truly as everdid the worship­ 
pers a t a Methodist camp-meeting. 
“ Men did all sorts of grotesque and' 
ridiculous things. They climbed trees 
and yelled from among the branches; 
they made heroic speeches from logs 
and stumps; they turned their clothes 
inside out; they rode one another on 
poles—they did everything th a t great 
fertility of resource in this direction 
could suggest. 
At the headquarters 
of our brigade a horse bucket full of 
egg nog was made,and the general and 
his staff indulged in copious libations. 
After several ‘rounds’ they sallied 
fort and seized the instruments of the 
band, 
and formed for 
a 
parade 
through the camp. The general head­ 
ed the procession with the bass drum, 
which he pounded so furiously th a t ho 
broke 
in one of the heads. 
The 
staff 
officers, with horns, blew the 
m ost wildly discordant blasts. 
As 
they marched hither and thither, reg­ 
imental and company officers, and 
hundreds of soldiers feel in behind the 
general and his staff, until the col­ 
umn of howling lunatics was a quarter 
of a mile long. 
“ Now there are, no doubt, in this 
present year of our Lord, many most 
excellent people who will say th a t the 
soldiers of the Fourtli corps did a 
very 
reprehensible thing in getting 
drunk that ni'ht. 
While, perhaps, 
agreeing with them on general princi­ 
ples, I will say th a t no human being 
unless he ha# ‘been there’ can ri-*e to 
the full comprehension of such an oc­ 
casion. 
It was before the days of the 
temperance crusade, and the provoca­ 
tion was extraordinary. 
If there was, 
since the world was created,an excuse 
th a t would hold water for a tem pora­ 
ry lapse from sobriety, it was then 
and there. 
Four years of toiling and 
suffering such as others know not; of 
weary marches and vigils by day and 
by night, through fierce heat and beat 
ing storm; of facing the pitiless bulb 
and screaming shell, against a. 
scenes of death and human angt 
long months and years th a t had -------- 
ned regiments of a thousand men i 
to a hundred—all were past, the t 
had come, and before thu eyes o 
those scarred and war-worn veterans 
arose, in a moment, blessed pictures of 
(«eaoe and home! 
Do you wonder th a t 
they indulged in those wild and ex­ 
trav ag ant 
demonstrations 
of joy? 
Added to these were the glad feeling ot 
victory a t last, after all the blood 
and wretchedness and the patriotic 
rejoicing over a nation saved by their 
valor and sacrifice.-. 
Let me ask if 
you wouldn’t hare been very likely to 
make a fool of yourself for the time 
being if you had been there? 
Ia*t us 
hope the recording angel veiled her 
face th a t night.” 


A B I G G I N . 


A Description of a liriti-li Tliuiuferer. 
An Armstrong cun weighing one hun­ 
dred and ten pounds has recently been 
made a t the Elswick Works, in Eng­ 
land, for a new Briti-h ship of-war 
Bowman. 
As we are going into the 
gun business in this country, the fol­ 
lowing account of this English mon­ 
ster will be interesting: 
“ In length it is 524 inches, or nearly 
44 feet. The inner tube is of solid 
steel throughout, 
strengthened 
by 
jackets of comparatively! thin steel 
hoops. The breech arrangement is by 
a solid steel plug, which is pushed in­ 
to position and there 
secured by 
a divided screw 
working into tho 
jacketing 
which 
is 
prolonged 
to the rear beyond the gun-tube The 
length of the bore is 4^7 1-2 inches or 
30 calibers; and the rilling, which con­ 
sists of a multitude ot small shallow 
grooves, extends for 397.2 inches or 
about 33 feet. The diameter of the 
boie is 16 1-4 inches. The diameter 
of the powder chamber is a trille over 
21 inches, and its capacity 28,610 cu­ 
bic inches. The twist ot the ritling 
commences with one in 120 calibers, 
and increases to one in 06 calibers. 
The 2un is mounted on a tine cast- 
steel truck, and this runs on six pairs 
of wheels.” 
The following account of experiments 
with this gun is given: 
“The first round was fired with G00 
pounds of Westphalian powder, of the 
class technically known as ‘prismatic 
No. 
1 Brown*,’ 
and a cylindrical 
projectile weighing 1,800 pounds. The 
velocity attained was 1,685 feet per 
second, giving an energy to the pro­ 
jectile of about 35,240 foot tons for 
the penetration of arm or. The sec­ 
ond round was with a shot of like 
weight and 700 pounds of t lie same 
powder, being the largest charge as 
yet fired in England. The velocity 
attained was 1,843 feet per second, 
the energy acquired being about -13,- 
100 foot tons. 
“The third round was with a simi­ 
lar projectile of 1,800 pounds and a 
powder charge of 800 pounds. 
Hie 
velocity attained was 2,007 feet per 
second, and the energy rose to some 
50,000 toot tons. The pressures of 
the gases within the chamber of the 
gun a t the time of the powder dis­ 
charge were nine tons with the 0**0 
pound charge, twelve tons with 7**0 
pounds and fifteen tons with the 800 
pound charges. The recoil of the gun 
in the last round was controlled by 
the hydraulic buffers within four feet 
six inches. The projectiles are fitted 
with copper rings as gas checks. rl he 
inner tube of the cun was m perfect 
condition a t the termination of the 
d a y ’s firing. It is expected when the 
next date of proof firing is determined, 
th a t powder charges of 850 pounds. 
900 pounds, 925 pounds and 9j><> 
pounds will be used 
with projectiles 
ot 1 800pounds weight. In the latter 
case an energy on the projectile of 62,- 
7*40 loot tons may be expected to be 
developed, capable of penetrating a r­ 
mor of more th a n three feet of thick- 
ness.” 
^

In rendering 
h i s decision 
he* sent 
W e lc h te ju jA for six

th a t Holm es o r H nrd y sh o n ld have do”** any 
positive o r affirm ative act, o r Is* pri*ent 
w hen it was cone, if th ey in any way aid or 
abetted, and th a t if they did so aid o r a b et 
they were a* guilty a* th e actu al crim inal. The 
question as to w hether Home# o r H ardy 
actu ally did als*t he left to the g ran d ju ry , 
recom m ending th a t it investigate th eir cases. 
The Chicago City railw ay is perhaps the 
largest co rp o ratio n of the kind in th e coun­ 
try.

G ettysburg was on Sunday the 1st, the 
scene o f u different so rt of g ath erin g from the 
one assembled there ju st tw enty-five year* 
ago. 
It was a re-union of the survivors ol 
the b attle, iu which the men of both aides p a r­ 
ticipated. 
In the evening, dress p arad e in th e pres­ 
ence of 10,000 people was followed by a sa 
credconcert by the Frankford band. Reynold* 
grove wits a th ro n g of hum anity for an houi 
liefore the m em oral exercises of the 1st nrm j 
corps were called to order. 
D uring the gat h 
ering of the audience, Gen. Longstreefc w a t 
escorted to the stan d , and hundreds of veter­ 
an s of the blue shook hands w it h him. Gov. 
Beaver and his staff and a num ber of con­ 
federate 
survivors 
occupied scats. 
Gens 
Beaver and L ongstreet were received with 
cheer.

Beaver for his cordial welcome ex­ 
tended the first arm y corps veterans and 
com plim ented the K eystone sta te on her 
co n stan t and su b stan tial testim onials of ap ­ 
preciation of the soldiers. 
He considered 
this a g re a t day for the first arm y corps to 
meet after a q u a rte r of a century on the field 
m ade historic by their valor, and asserted 
with em phasis th a t not half has been told of 
the deeds of th is com m and in this, one of the 
m ost im p o rta n t engagem ents during the en­ 
tire battle: giving full credit to what others 
had done here, he th o u g h t it should be ra- 
memliored th a t here th e first corpa held in 
check for six hours tw o-thirds of the confe t- 
erate arm y. 
George Frederick Sm ith, the w ar governor 
of New H am pshire, on 
being introduced, 
counted it one of the most, im p o rtan t events 
of his life to be present, and after brief re­ 
m arks closed with the expression th a t he 
should never cease to bold in highest regard 
th e men who had done th is g reat country 
such nervier as was displayed on this spot. 
The confederate general, Jam es L ongstreet, 
•was next introduced, and received h earty 
cheers. 
He said he xvns n o t on th e field iu 
tim e to witnecm th e engagem ent between the 
1st corp8 and the tro o p s of the South: was 
glad to be prreerlt and p articip ate in these 
exercises, for he Saw in them the developm ent 
df il sym pathy such us was born in the 
hearts ofall who know how to appreciate th a t 
feeling,and th o u g h t none knew b etter how to 
m anifest these feelings th an the tro o p s of the 
1st corps. 
After slin k in g of the ftd vantages of the 
federal positirtn he said th a t here the so u th ­ 
ern arm y met its fate, b u t n o t for want of 
valo r he said: 
“ Picket’s charge 1ms n o t a 
parallel in the annals of w ar,” and touching­ 
ly alluding to the dead said, “ such is the 
sam e service som etim es dem anded by the 
usages of w ar,” glancing tow ard Bound Top, 
“y on crow ning heights iira now far m ore 
pleasant for fraternal m eetings.” 
Inclosing 
lie said: 
“ The ladies are 
present, God 
bless them , and m ay they dis|Md all a l­ 
lusions th a t m ay come between the people.” 
The band played “ Dixie" liefore Long- 
stre e l’s speech, and “ Yankee D oodle,” after 
which Gen. Fairchild was introduced nnd 
start**! out with the sentence: 
“ Twenty-five 
years have m ade it jMtssible to sandw ich a 
confederate und a yankee between 'Dixie’ und 
‘Yankee Doodle.’ ” 
He did not know a b e tte r object lesson for 
the young th an these fraternal gatherings of 
those tw o once hostile arm ies. 
He agreed 
with Gov. B eaver’s opening rem arks concern­ 
ing the us*1 of the S ab b ath for this purpose, 
and thought no day to o holy to visit these 
scenes and hold m em orial services over the 
dead. 
In tinn-s of w ar it was not to o holy to 
fight on Sunday, and with proper m otives in 
the heart this was n o t to o holy a day to pay 
well-merited trib u te to the dead. 
Prof. W illiams, of Providence, R. I.. Prof. 
Entitle, historian of the first corps, and sever­ 
al ot hers spoke briefly.

The simple 
statem en t of the tru th sounds like a fairy 
tale. 
W hat o th er civilized sta te stretcher 
from ocean to ocean with such unchallenged 
continental dom inion, with such a varied 
reulm of n a tu ra l g ran d eu r and lH*auty, with 
so vast a population, so fr**e, so intelligent, 
so industrious, so contented? Not easily nor 
rapidly cun th e passions sprung from b itter 
local differences and cherished and stre n g th ­ 
ened for a generation disappear. 
Often in 
h o t and reckless p ro testa tio n those dying 
em otions will break forth like the d ista n t 
m uttering thunder of a retirin g storm . 
But 
the central fact is bright as a fixed sta r. The 
line across the Union draw n by the flam ing 
sword of hostile, social and industrial insti­ 
tu tio n s an d irreconcilable theories of the 
n atu re and pow er of the governm ent itself 
—this latent revolution and nascent civil 
w ar have disappeared forever.

of 100 years the l'n io n is the sacred seamless 
garm ent of equal rights, of harm onious in­ 
stitu tio n s. of accordant views of the govern­ 
m ent, in which 00,000,0(H) of peoplein thirty- 
eight states are harm oniously arrayed.

suffrage is the m ainspring, the h eart of our 
comm on life, and w hatever affects it injurious­ 
ly touches the n atio n al sensorium and ihe 
whole co u n try thrills. 
No com m unity politi­ 
cally founded upon the legal equality of the 
suffrage 
can 
h ab itu ally 
disregard 
th a t 
equality w ith o u t m oral deterioration, grow ­ 
ing indifferent* to the a u th o rity of the law, 
and destruction of 
THE DEMOCBATIC-BBPrBLICAN PRINCIPLE. 
If ignorance and sem i-barbarous dom inance 
l»e fatal to civilized com m unities, not less so 
is c o n sta n t and delilierate defiance of law. 
In a natio n al union o f states, where fair elec­ 
tions ara assum ed, system atic fraud or vio­ 
lence o r oppression of votes, in t lie event of a 
closely contested poll, would inevitably de­ 
stro y the conviction th a t th e ap p aren t re­ 
sult xvould lie challenged am id disorder. 
It 
is not enough th a t a n atio n al election lie 
fair; it. m ust Ih* th e natio n al conviction th a t 
it is fair. 
The citizens of this m agnificent 
com m onw ealth cannot reach across the P o­ 
tom ac ahd im pose th eir will resjiecting the 
suffrage upon the m other of states, nor can 
th e S tates of New E ngland d ictate legislation 
to the sta te s of the N orthw est. 
But the Vir­ 
ginian knows th a t the P ennsylvanian is v it­ 
ally interested in his action. 
Iow a and Wis­ 
consin know th a t Maine and Rhode Island 
have a com m on stak e in such local law s, aud 
as W ashington and Pinckney. Jefferson and 
M adison and M artin to o k counsel w ith Alex­ 
ander H am ilton 
and 
Dr. 
F ranklin 
and 
Rufus and 
Roger Sherm an, 
Iwmt 
upon 
a 
com m on purpose, b u t 
with due re­ 
gard 
to 
ex'ery 
local 
condition, so 
will their sons confer, fraternally forbearing, 
until the g reat problem of the suffrage and 
all o th er problem s ore solved. Can we w rest 
from th e angel of th is hour any blessing so 
priceless as th e com m on resolution th a t xve 
shall not have come to the consecrated spot 
only to declare o u r joy and g ra titu d e nor 
only to cherish proud and tender m emories, 
but also to pledge ourselves to union in il* 
sublim est significance? 
Hera a t last is its 
sacred secret revealed. Jt lies in the p atrio tic 
instinct which has brought to th is field the 
Army of N orthern V irginia and the Arm y of 
the P otom ac. 
It lies in th e m anly em otion 
xvith which the generous soldier sees only the 
sincerity and courage of his ancient foe. and 
scorns succession of a lingering enm ity.

lies in the perfect freedom of H]***ech and ]>cr 
feet fratern ity of spirit which now for three 
d ay s have glowed in these heroic perils and 
echoed in this enchanted air.

MORE PENSION VETOES. 


Reason* Given by President Cleveland for Offer- 
ini; Private Pension Legislation. 


The president sent to congress a messagv 
retoeing a bill g ran tin g a pension to Mary 
Anne D oherty. It sta te s th a t a large slum 
of the report of the senate com m ittee on pen­ 
sions (adopted also by the house com m ittee) 
consists o f th e petition in which the woman 
says th a t her husband (who had served 
in 
a New Jersey 
regim ent) 
left her in 
1885 and h as n o t been heard of since. 
She 
had received n pension as the widow of D an­ 
iel D oherty, until it, was discovered that, hr 
was alive and living in Philadelphia, and was 
himself draw ing a pension there. She had 
succeeded in g etting the pension in the first 
instance by m uch false sw earing. The police 
records of W ashington (where she has b**en 
living) showed her to be a woman ofvery bad 
character, and th a t she h ad liecn under arrest 
nine tim es for drunkenness, larceny, creating 
disturbances and o th er m isdem eanors. The 
president then enters upon n consideration o 
{tension legislation generally aud says: 
1 cannot spell o u t any 
principle upon 
which the bounty of the governm ent is be­ 
stowed through the in strum entality of the 
flood of private pension bills th a t teach me. 
The theory seems to have been adopted th a t 
no.m an who served in the arm y can l>e the 
subject of death, or im paired health, except 
they are chargeable to his service. 
Medical 
theories are set at, naught Hnd the m ost 
sta rtlin g relation is claimed lietween alleged 
incidents of m ilitary service and disability 
or death. 
F a ta l apoplexy is adm itted to 
the result of quite insignificant wounds; heart 
disease is attrib u te d to chronic diarrhien. 
consum ption to hernia, nnd suicide is traced 
to arm y service in a wonderfully devious 
und curious way. A djudications of the pen- 
sion 
bureau 
are overruled in 
the m ost 
perem ptory 
fashion 
by 
the 
special 
acts 
of 
congress, 
since 
nearly 
all 
Ihe 
beneficiaries 
nnnied 
in 
these 
bills have unsuccessfully applied to this bu­ 
reau for relief. This course of special legisla­ 
tion operates verv unfairly. Those with cer­ 
tain influence or friends to push their claim s 
procure pensions, but those with neither in­ 
fluence nor friends must content themselves 
with their fate under general laws. 
It oj>**r- 
ates unfairly by increasing in num erous in­ 
stances the pensions of t hose already on the 
roll, while m any other m ore deserving case*, 
from the lack of fo rtu n ate advocacy, arc 
obliged to be content with the sum provided 
by general laws. The apprehension m ay well 
be entertained th a t the freedom w ith which 
these p riv ate pension bills nre passed tur- 
nisln-H 
an 
inducem ent 
to 
fraud 
and 
im position, 
while 
it 
certainly 
teaches 
the 
vicious 
lesson 
or 
plea 
th a t 
the 
treasury 
of 
the 
n ational 
government, 
iux'ites t he approach of p rivate need. 
None 
of us should be in the least w anting in regard 
for th*1 veteran soldier, and I will yield to no 
m an in a desire t «> see those who defended tlie 
governm ent when it needed defender* lilierally 
treated . Unfriendliness to our veterans is a 
charge easily and som etim es dishonestly 
made. 
I insist th a t the tru e soldier is a 
good citizen and th at he will l»e satisfied with 
generous, fair and equal consideration for 
those who nre w orthily entitled to help. 
I 
have considered the (tension list of the repub- 
lic h roll of honor M uring nam es ins«'ril>ed by 
national g ratitu d e, and not by im provident 
and indiscrim inate alm s giving. 
I have con­ 
ceived the prax’ention of t he com plete d iscred it, 
whk'hinust ensue from the unreasonable, unfair 
and rc .kless g ran tin g of pension* by special 
acta, to lie the best service 1 can render our 
veterans. 
In the discharge of 
what has 
seemed to rue my d u ty as related to legisla­ 
tion and in th e interest of all the veterans of 
the Union arm y, 1 have attem p ted to stem 
the tide of im provident js-nsion enactm ents, 
though I confess to a full share of responsi­ 
bility for some of these laws th at should not 
have been passed. 
I am far from denying 
th at there ara cases of merit which cannot 
Is- reached except by s|M**-ial 
enactm ent, 
but I do not believe then* is a m em ber of 
cither house of congress who will not adm it 
th at this kind of legislation has Iss-a carried 
too far. 
1 have now before me m ore th an a 
hundred 
sjiccial pension bills, 
which can 
hardly Is- examinc*l within the tim e allowed 
for th a t purpose. 
My aim has l*«<*-n at all 
tin es, in dealing with bills of th is character, 
to give the applicant, for a pension the bene­ 
fit of any d o u b t th at m ay arise, and which 
balanced the propriety of g ra n tin g a pension, 
if there seemed any just foundation for the 
application; but when it seemed entirely o u t­ 
side of every rule, in its n atu re o r the proof 
*upjM>rt*ng it, I have supposed I did only my 
duty in interposing an odjection. 
It seems 
tom *1 th at it 
would I»© well if ou r general 
pennons la ws should <le revised with a view 
of m eeting every m eritorious case th a t can 
arise. O ur experience and knowledge of any 
deficiencies ought to m ake tho enactm ent of 
a com plete pension, code possible. 
In the 
absence of such a revision, and if {tensions 
fire to Im> granted upon equitable grounds, 
und w ithout regard to general law s.ih e pres­ 
ent m ethods won 1*1 be greatly im proved by 
the establishm ent of some trib u n al to exam ­ 
ine the facts iu every case and determ ine 
upon 
the 
m erits 
of the 
applications. 


SAVED HIS ENEMY. 


The Alleged Dysamite 1’iot. 
General M anager II. B. Stone, o ft be Bur- 
ington road on l*eing asked for a history of 
the dynam ite plot against the Chicago, Bur­ 
lington A Quinev, has to ld the Associated 
Dress the f*mowing: 
A f«>w days after the middle of May the 
com pany was informed th at a tte m p ts were 
made to dam age its projierty and train s by 
the use of dynam ite, and th a t Bowels, th** 
b ro tl lerhood engineer who was arrested with 
dynam ite in his possession, was ab o u t to 
leax'e th*1 tow n to put tb** plan in operation. 
Bowles did leave Chicago, as expected h av ­ 
ing taken n package of dynam ite and caps 
with him from room 34. G rand Pacific hotel, 
the 1 leadqnarters of tin* grievance com m ittee 
nf the strikers, and occupied by Mr 
S. E. 
H uge, chairm an of the general grievance *om- 
mitt* <*. 
t»n the 20th of May, the engineer of a train 
going from Chicago to A nrora was startle d 
by a white light, which he described as Is ing 
like un electric light, and a loud explosion, 
which jarred his engine severely and partially 
stunned him and his fireman. 
An exam ination of the engine showed th a t 
the forw ard *ruck wheel was broken, but not 
«o much but th at the engine was able to pro­ 
ceed. The next m orning a careful exam ina­ 
tion of the track was m ade. and. a t the place 
af the explosion, close by the rail, were found 
a sm all handful of what appeared to be 
lam p saw dust, on unexploded cop|*er cap, 
about an inch long and a q n a rte ro fa n inch in 
jiam eter, s o m e pi**-*-* of oily pa{*er,nnd pi«*<'<-s 
af broken fish line. 
The supposed saw dust, 
an being exam ined, proved to be dynam ite, 
and the oily paper the rem nant* of th*1 easing 
ofn dynum iteeartridge. 
The copper rap was 
a fulm inating cap, mode nnd used only for 
th*1 purpose of exploding dynam ite. 
The 
jy n am ite cartridge had ap p aren tly been lied 
to th e rail with a fish line, and the wheel of 
the engine cut off a portion of the cartridge, 
which dropped by the rail, where it was found 
the next m orning. The rem aining dynam ite, 
when the wheels struck the can, exploded. 
There were nt least tw o caps used in the c art­ 
ridge, the one found, not having exploded. 
Dn the rem nant* of the paper found were the 
same m anufacturer’s m arks as were on the 
cartridges captured 
on 
T hursday, 
with 
Bowles, Broderick nnd Wilson. 
This brand, 
ar m ark, on the cartridge affords sure m eans 
of locating the m anufacturer.

more from civillization. 
The reason I j 
believe to he the abolition of slavery | 
in 1 82 1. 
The effects of that step were 
not felt by the white planters until 
the old slaves began to die, and the 
new generation had to be depended j 
upon for labor. 
They would n o t work ! 
not having been bred to industrious j 
habits, and each old slave th a t died * 
was so much loss to the q u an tity of 
labor to be obtained. 
Som e of the J 
planters resorted to the expedient of] 
im porting coolie labor and did very! 
well, but a large number of owners d:d 
not do this, and estates on the island 
went to ruin fast. 
As tim e passed on 
it becam e more and more difficult to 
obtain laborers, and the evil effects of 
this unusual idleness was seen in yearly 
increasing im ports. 
The negroes need 
n ot work to get food find a house-theso 
can be had for nothing—and the only 
reason why they work fit all is th at 
they m ay earn enough m oney to dress 
in expensive and 
gaudily 
colored 
clothes. 
T hat is the only use they 
have for m oney. 
If slavery had not 
been abolished, or it it could be re-es­ 
tablished, the island would flourish. 
“ W hat ol the reports th a t the prac­ 
tice of cannibalism has been revived 
in H ayti?” ’ 
“ In the main they are true. 
H ayti, 
of all the W est Indies, is the m ost 
marked exam ple of tho decay of the 
islands. 
When tho French left it in 
1772 they left a superficially, at least, 
religious people, with churches, facto­ 
ries. and roads. 
Now there is not 
a church or a factory on the island, 
and but one road, while the Catholic 
religion 
has been 
abandoned 
for 
tho Ohi 
or 
fetish 
worship, 
and 
cannibalism 
has again 
sprung up. 
The island is a black republic, and no 
whites are allowed to own property. 
In fact, the only whites on the island 
are ft few European traders, who con ­ 
duct the financfal affairs of the govern­ 
m ent and lend it m oney. 
The island 
is not com m unicated with by the peo­ 
ple of the other islands, and the ne­ 
groes are left to devour one another 
as fast as they please. 
Their human 
flesh-eating is n ot th a t of the past 
century. They do not eat the flesh 
of the persons who have died, and 
having nobody to war with they can 
take no prisoners to cook and eat. 
They eat the flesh of children, taken 
when young, penned, and fattened for 
the least. 
Som etim es they steal chil­ 
dren from the neighboring islands and 
fatten them for their tables. 
They 
are drifting back into com plete barba­ 
rism, and there is no inclination on 
the part of the other islanders to in­ 
terfere with their gradual extinction.

The term “ kettle drum ” as applied 
to social gatherings is com m only sup­ 
posed to be of modern origin, but the 
New York Journal of Commerce in 
answer to several inquiries show s thp t 
part of it at least is of ancient usage, 
and that the phrase as a whole has 
evoluted by gradual processes into its 
present form and application: 
The nam e “drum ” given to an even­ 
ing party is very old. 
Fielding, in his 
“Tom Jones” (1 7 4 9 ),describes a drum 
as “an assem blage of well-dressed per­ 
sons of both sexes, m ost of whom 
play at cards, and the rest do nothing 
a t all; while the m istress of the house 
performs the p a rto f the landlady a t an 
inn, and like the landlady of an inn, 
prides herself on the number of her 
guests, thou.ih she doth not alw ays, like 
her.eet anything by it.” Francis Coven­ 
try, in his “H istory of P om pey the 
L ittle,” published in 1751, says th a t 
“a 
drum 
is 
now 
th e 
highest 
object 
of 
female 
vain-glory, 
the 
end whereof is to assem ble as large a 
mob of quality as can possibly be con­ 
tained in one house.” 
He traces the 
nam e of the rivalry am ong the differ­ 
ent givers of the entertainm ent to se­ 
cure the largest list, for which pur­ 
pose they “ beat up for volunteers.” 
But a paragraph in the sam e article 
unw ittingly gives the true key: 
“The 
highest call nothing but a crowd a 
‘Drum,’ whereas the low est often give 
th a t nam e to thecom m onest p arties.” 
Here we have the derivation: Dutch 
drom is “crowd;” drom mel verzame- 
lin is crowd together.” 
And the Sax­ 
on drom is the “noise” th a t proceeds 
from a ciow d. 
We pass over a sug­ 
gestion in a dictionary of q u otations 
th a t the nam e applies to close pack­ 
ing, and is borrowed from a “drum of 
fi.'S.” 
The word kettle in m any Eu­ 
ropean com m unities m eans a house­ 
hold, a fam ily, the little com m unity 
th a t can all be fed, or m ay drink from 
the sam e kettle. 
A kettle drum is 
therefore a fam iliar crowd, a gather­ 
ing a t a house w ithout ceremony ol 
as 
m any as the intim ates as can be 
induced to 
come. 
Literally, 
a 
“hilarious 
crowd 
of 
fam iliar 
friends.” 
The euphony of the name 
and its m usical associations have in­ 
duced m any to apply it to any uncere­ 
m onious gathering of people at a pri­ 
vate house, on short notice as if they 
had convened a t the tap of a drum.

Vineyard.” “ Where is Virginia?” “ At the 
Sulphur Springs.” 
“ Where the great m ulti­ 
tude from all parts of the land?” 
“ At Sara­ 
to g a ,” the modern Bethesda. where the angel 
of health is ever stirring the waters. 
But, 
my friends, the largest m ultitude are at 
home, detained by business or circumstances. 
Among them »11 newspaper men, the hardest 
worked and the least compensated; the city 
railroad employes, and ferry m asters, and 
the police and the tens of thousand* of clerks 
und merchants waiting for their turn of ab­ 
sence. and households with an invalid who 
cannot be moved, and others hindered by 
stringent circumstance», and the great mul­ 
titude of well-to-do people who sta y at home 
because they like home better than any other 
place, refusing to go aw ay simply because it 
is the fashion to go. When tbeexpress wagon, 
with its m ountains of trunks directed to the 
Catskill or Niagara, goes through the street«, 
we stand at our window envious and im pa­ 
tient, and wonder why we cannot go as well 
as others. 
Fools that we are, as though one 
could not be as happy at home as anywhere 
<*lse. 
Our grandfathers ami grandmothers 
had as good a time as we have, long before 
the first spring was bored at Saratoga, or 
the first »leer slior in the Adirondacks. They 
maile their wedding tour to the next farm- 
h oil sc. or, living in New York, they celebrate»! 
th** event by an extra walk on the “ B attery.” 
N ow the g**nnine American is not happy 
until he is going somewhere, and the passion 
is so great that there are Christian jieople 
with their families detained in the city, who 
come not to th** house of God, trying to give 
people the id«*a that they are out of town; 
leaving the door-plate unscoum l for the 
same reason, ami for tw o m onths keeping 
the front shutters closed while they sit in the 
back part of the house, the thermomet«>r at 
90! 
My friends, if it is b«»st f»»r us to go, let 
us go and be happy. 
If it is best for us to 
sta y at home, let us stay at home and be 
happy. There is a great »leal of good com- 
mon sense in Paul's nil vie« to tie* Hebrews; 
“ Be content with such things as ye have.” 
To l»e content is to lie in good humor with 
our circumstances, not piekinga quarrel with 
our obscurity, or our pov»*rty. »»r our so« ial 
position. 
There are four or five grand m i- 
s«»ns why w«* should be content with such 
things as we have. 
The first reason th at I mention as leading 
to this spirit advised in the text, is the con­ 
sideration that the poorest of ushaveall that 
is indisjiensible in life. 
We make a givat 
ado about our hunlships, but how littl«* we 
talk of our blessing. 
Health of body, which 
is given in largest quantity to those who 
have never !>een 
pott«*d. ami fondled, and 
spoiled by fortnne. we take as a m atter of 
course. 
Rather have this luxury, and have 
it alone, than, without it. look out of a pal- 
nee window upon parks of d«*er stalking 1»«*- 
tiveen fountains and statuary. These j»»*»>- 
ple sleep sounder on a straw mattr«*ss than 
fashionable invalids on a couch of ivory and 
eagles’ down. The dinner of herbs tastes 
better to the appetite sharpened on u wood­ 
m an’s axe or a r«*a|M*r's scythe, than wealthy 
indigestion experien«'»*s seated at a table 
covered with partridge, and venison, and 
pineapple. 
Th*> grandest luxury Go»l ever 
gave ¡1 man is health. 
He who trades that 
off for all the palates of health is infinitely 
cheated. 
We lo»»k back at the glory of the 
last Napoleon, but who would have taken 
his Versailles or his Tuileries if with them he 
had Is^en obliged to take his gout? “Oh,” 
says someone. “ It isn’t the gross«*r pleasures 
1 covet, but it is the gratifications o f an 
artistic ami intellectual taste.” 
Why, my 
brother, you have the original from which 
these pictures an* copied. 
What is a sunset on the wall compared with 
a sunset lidng in l»>ops of fire on the heavens? 
What is a cascade silent on canvas »'oni- 
pared with a cascade that makes the moun­ 
tain tremble, its spray ascending like the de­ 
parted spirit of the water slain on the rucks? 
Oh. there is a great deal of hollow affectation 
about a fon»ln»*K8 for pictures on the part of 
those who never appreciated the original 
from which the pictures are taken. As though 
a parent should have no regard for his child, 
but go into ceiitacy over its photograph. 
Bless the Lord today, 0 man! O woman! 
that though you m ay be shut out from the 
work* of the Church, a Bierstadt, a Rubens, 
and a Raphael, you still have access to a 
gallery grander than the Louvre, or the 
Luxemburg, or the Vatican—th»* royal gal- 
l«*ry of the noonday heavens, the K ing’s gal­ 
lery of the midnight sky. 
Another consid»‘ration leading us to a spir­ 
it ofeontentm eut is the fact that our happiness 
is not dependent upon outward circum stan­ 
ces.

1 stopped one day on Broadway at 
the head of Wall street, ¡it the foot of Trinity 
Church, to s»*e who seemwl the happiest |>eo- 
ple passing. 
1 judged, from their looks the 
happiest p**opl<* were not those who went 
down into Wall street, for they had on their 
brow the anxi**ty of the dollar they expected 
to mak»*: nor th*,* people who came out <»f 
Wall street, for they had on their brow the 
anxiety of the dollar they had lost; nor the 
people who swept by in splendid equipage, 
for they met a carriage th at was finer than

crowd, jm lging from countenance, was the 
woman who sat at the apple stand knitting.

Paul singing in a dungeon. 
I find K ingAhab 
going to bed at noon through melancholy, 
while near by is Naboth contented in the 
possession of a vineyard. 
Hainan, prime 
minister of Persia, frets himself alm ost t»» 
death because a poor Jew will not tiphish.it; 
and Ahithopel, on«» 
of the 
greatest law­ 
yers ol Bible times, through fear of dying, 
hangs himself. The wealthi«*st man, 40 years 
ago. in New York, when congratulated over 
his large «»stute, replied; 
“ Ah! you don’t 
know how much trouble 1 have hud in taking 
care of it.” 
Byron declared in his last hours 
that he had not seen more than 12 happy 
days in all his lift*. 
I »1»» not believe he had 
s»*en 12 minutes thorough satisfaction. 
Na- 
polenit I. said; 
“ 1 turn with disgust 
from 
cowardice and selfishness of man. 
I hold

The ha mi that greeted the senator, and the 
president, and the king is still as the hand 
th at hardened on the mechanic’s hammer or 
the mannfacturer’s wheel. 
It does not make 
any difference now whether there is a plain 
stone above them from which the traveler 
pulls aside the weeds to read the name, or a 
full shaft springing into the heavens as 
though to t«*ll their virtues to the skies. 
In th at silent land there are no titles for 
great men, and there are no rumblings of 
chariot wiie»*ls, and there is nev»*r heard the 
foot >f the dance. The Egyptian guano 
which is thrown on the fields in the East for 
1 1<* enrichment of the soil is the dust rak**«l 
out from the sepulchres of kings and lor»ls 
and mighty men. 
0 , the chagrin of tln»s<* 
men if they had ever known that in the after 
age* of the world th«*y would have been eulled 
Egyptian guano. 
Of how much worth now is the crown of 
Ciesar? Who bids it? Who cares now any­ 
thing about the Amphictyonio council or the 
law* of Lvcurgns? 
Who tremble* now be­ 
cause Xt*rx«*s crossed the Hellespont on a 
bridge of bout*? Who f«*ars because Nebu­ 
chadnezzar thundered at the gates of Jeru­ 
salem? 
Who cares now whether or not Cle­ 
opatra mnrri»*« Antony? Who crouches l»e- 
fort* Ferdinand, or Boniface, «»r Alan« ? Can 
Cromwell dissolve the English parliament 
now? 
Is William, Prince of Orange, king of 
the Netherlands ’ 
No; no! 
However much 
Elizabeth m ay love the Russian crown she 
must pass it t«> Peter, ami Peter to Cathe­ 
rine, and Catherine to Paul, and Paul to 
Alexander, 
and 
Alexander 
to 
Nicholas. 
Leopold puts the German sceptre into th«* 
hand of Joseph, and Philip comes down off 
the Spanish throne to let Ferdinand go on. 
House of Aragon, house of Hapsburg, house 
of Stuart, bouse of Bourbon, quarrelling 
about everything else, but agreeing iu this: 
“The fashion of this world passeth aw ay,” 
But have all these dignitaries gone? 
Can 
they not be called back? 
I have ls*en in as- 
semblag«?« where I have heard the roll called, 
and many distinguished men have answered. 
If I should cull the roll today of some of 
those might v on**« who have gone, I wonder

Another reason why w<* should culture this 
spirit of cheerfulness is the fact th at God 
knows what ¡sliest for His creatures. You 
know what is good for your child.

lie criticise* your discipline, but you look 
over the whole field, and you, loving that 
child, do what in your deliberate judgment is 
la»st for him.

Who are those before the throne? The an­ 
swer came:

A Thousand Years A go. 


From the Secular Review. 
An old nutlior gives this sketch of 
matters at that time: 
In the year 
800 after Christ what was ihe state 
of Europe? The Goths, Nlsijjoths, 
the Vandals, the Franks, the Huns, 
the Normans, the Turks and other 
barbarian hordes, and invaded and 
overthrown the Roman Empire and 
had established various kingdoms 
upon its ruins. Th**se hordes of sav­ 
ages had destroyed not only all the 
works of civilization, but civilization 
itself, ignorant as they were ofevery- 
think that distinguishes and elevates 
human nature, they broke up the 
schools, abolished arts and manufac­ 
tures, ruined the monuments, pre­ 
vented commerce and reduced the 
conqured nations to tlieir own condi­ 
tion, inaugurating in the m ost com­ 
plete manner the reign of the brute 
force and mental darkness. 
At the 
time we begin our specific examina­ 
tion we fin* 1 that in the so-called 
Christian nations there existed no 
science worthy of the name 
and 
no schools whatever. Reading, writ­ 
ing and ciphering were separate and 
distinct trades. The masses, the no­ 
bility, the poor and the rich were 
were wholly unacquainted with the 
mysteries of the alphabet and the 
pen. A few men, known as clerks, 
who generally belonged to the priest­ 
hood, monopolized them as a special 
class of artists. They taught their 
b u s in e s s only to their 
seminaries 
and apprentices; and beyond them­ 
selves and their pupils no one knew 
how to read and write, nor was it 
expected of the generality any more 
than it would l>e nowadays that 
everybody should be a shoemaker or 
a la wyer. 
Kings do not even know how to 
sign tlieir names, so that when they 
wanted to su b s c r ib e to a written 
contract, treaty or law which some 
clerk had drawn up for them, they 
would smear their right hand with 
ink and slap it down upon the parch­ 
ment, saying, “witness my hand.” 
At a latter date some genius devised 
the substitute for the seal, which was 
impressed instead of the hand, but 
oftener beside the hand. Every gen­ 
tleman had a seal with a peculiar de­ 
vice thereon. Hence the words now 
in use. “Witness my hand and seal,” 
affixed to modern deeds, servo at 
least the purpose of reminding us of 
the ignorance of the Middle Ages.

Kings do not even know how to 
sign their names, so that when they 
wanted to subscribe to a written 
contract, treaty or law which some 
clerk had drawn up for them, they 
would smear their right hand with 
ink and slap it down upon the parch­ 
ment, saying, “witness my hand." 
At a latter date some genius devised 
the substitute for the seal, which was 
impressed instead of the haml, but 
oftener beside the hand. Every gen­ 
tleman had a seal with a peculiar de­ 
vice thereon. Hence the words now 
in use. “Witness my hand and seal,” 
affixed to modern deeds, serve at 
least the purpose of reminding us of 
the ignorance of the Middle Ages.

The Indians Coming. 


J. H. Hallet informs a Dispatch 
representative that the order by the 
government to the White Earth In­ 
dian agent commanding him to re­ 
strain the Indians on their reservation 
has been revoked for over three weeks 
and that his informant is Allen Jor­ 
dan the Leech Lake mail carrier who 
has been in* Washington. No report, of 
the contradictory order has been pub­ 
lished in the daily press and if it is a 
fact the people in this section are not 
been aware of it. 
A petition was cir­ 
culated during last week among the 
business men, and generally signed, 
asking Agent Sheehan to allow tho 
Indians to leave the reservation in 
order to gather the blueberry crop 
which will be ready to harvest in a 
week or ten days and Mr. Hallet has 
been informed that one thousand In­ 
dians will be in the woods as soon as 
theberries are ripe. A petition is also 
being circulated for signers by Mr. 
Hallett asking the United States 
marshal to send an officer here to stay 
until the Indians are through picking 
berries in order to arrest parties who 
may furnish 
them liquor, and the 
gentleman has also caused hand bills 
to be posted generally through tho 
city and county calling attention to 
the fact that he will endeavor to re­ 
voke the license of every saloon 
keeper who sells liquor, or causes it 
to sold to the redskins. 
The blue­ 
berry crop will probably be one of 
the largest yet marketed in this sec­ 
tion.

On Saturday last news was received 
here that a man named James Printy 
had been accidently shot through the

Mr. Printy, whose home w’as in 
Darwin, Meeker comity, had been up 
in the Leech Lake country since be­ 
fore July 4th, visiting with Mr. Owens, 
who was holding a claim in the 
indemnity belt. On this fatal day six 
gentlemen who wore holding claims 
near by had assembled at J. P. Do­ 
herty’s cabin where they were to get 
their mail, it being mail day. 
In the 
afternoon, immediately after dinner, 
Mr. Doherty and Mr. Printy wore to 
go out to a place where a couple of 
deer had been seen and see if they 
could get one. 
Before they started 
another of the settlers asked Mr. 
Printy to shave him and he was in 
the act of doing so when he was ac­ 
cidently shot by J. P. Doherty, who 
was examining his Winchester, pre­ 
paratory to the trip. 
Mr. Doherty 
was sitting in the door-way with his 
gun across his lap, and had the ham­ 
mer raised but did not know it, when 
a lady who wras staying at the camp 
came along and he got up to allow 
her to pass in and in doing so he must 
have touched the trigger. 
The 
wounded man fell to the floor but 
managed to get up without assistance 
and got into a chair. A messenger 
was dispatched to Curo’s ranch for a 
team to bring him to Brainerd, but 
after coming ten miles with him the 
jar of the wagon so distressed him 
that it was impossible to proceed 
further and they stopped at a settler’s 
cabin and he died at 11 o’clock that 
night. 
The deceased wae 39 years 
old and unmarried. 
The young man who held the gun 
when it was discharged was almost 
crazed with grief over the accident 
The remains were taken to Darwin 
Saturday evening for interment.

A prohibition county convention 
was called for Crow Wing county at 
the opera house on Tuesday afternoon 
but as the attendance was light the 
business was deferred until after 
the rally which had been advertised 
for the evening. 
Quite a large audi­ 
ence essembled to hear Dr. Satterlee, 
of Minneapolis, speak. 
Rev. J. Berg­

introduced who, after stating that ho 
had been working in the temperance 
cause for twenty-five years, he had 
never received a more cordial recep­ 
tion than had been tendered him by 
the hospitable people of Brainerd.

Shot With a Winchester. 
On Saturday last news was received 
here that a man named James Printy 
had been accidently shot through the 
stomach with a 44 Winchester rifle 
ball, about 54 miles north of Brain­ 
erd, on the Leech Lake road. On 
Saturday evening in company with 
five men the body arrived in the city 
and was taken to Losey & Dean’s 
where the coroner viewed the remains 
and after hearing the details decided 
that an inquest was not necessary. 
From Michael Owens, a cousin of the 
unfortunate man, we learn the follow­ 
ing facts in regard to the fatal ac­ 
cident: 
Mr. Printy, whose home was in 
Darwin, Meeker county, had been up 
in the Leech Lake country since be­ 
fore July 4th, visiting with Mr. Owens, 
who wTas holding a claim in the 
indemnity belt. On this fatal day six 
gentlemen who were holding claims 
near by bad assembled at J. P. Do­ 
herty’s cabin where they were to get 
their mail, it being mail day. In the 
afternoon, immediately after dinner, 
Mr. Doherty and Mr. Printy were to 
go out to a place where a couple of 
deer had been seen and see if they 
could get one. Before they started 
another of the settlers asked Mr. 
Printy to shave him and he was in 
the act of doing so when he was ac­ 
cidently shot by J. P. Doherty, who 
was examining his Winchester, pre­ 
paratory to the trip. Mr. Doherty 
was sitting iii the door way with his 
gun across his lap, and had the ham­ 
mer raised but did not know it, whim 
a lady who was staying at the camp 
came along and he got up to allow 
her to pass in and in doing so he must 
have touched the trigger. 
The 
wounded man MI to the floor hut 
managed to get up without assistance 
and got into a chair. A messenger 
was dispatched to Curo's ranch for a 
team to bring him to Brainerd, but 
after coming ten miles with him the 
jar of the wagon so distressed hun 
that it wras impossible to proceed 
further and they stopjied at a settler’s 
cabin and he died at l l o’clock that 
night 
The deceased wae 39 years 
old and unmarried. 
The young man who held the gun 
when it was discharged was almost 
crazed w ith grief over the accident 
The remains were taken to Darwin 
Saturday evening for interment.
